Monthly Meeting Minutes 
December 9th, 2015 


December was our Christmas Dinner meeting. It was also the first meeting in our new permanent 
location at the Marion County Ambulance Training Facility on Communications Drive. Don (KDOHHN) 
opened the dinner portion of the meeting at 6:30pm with 25 people present including 3 guest. The 
Club would like to thank all who brought dishes to share. Following the dinner portion, Don opened 
the regular Club meeting at 7:10pm. After member introductions, Don (KDOHHN) explained the 
intentions of the Ambulance District in providing antenna poles and facilities for our permanent 
location. Parking around the facility was also discussed. 


Don inquired if everyone read the minutes from the October meeting, and asked for any changes, 
additions, or corrections. Hearing none, he asked for a motion to approve the minutes. Cliff (KOCA) 
made a motion to approve and it was seconded by Ed (K9WAY). The motion carried. 


Treasurer’s Report: 


Larry (WB2UFO) read the Treasurer’s report. Larry furnished statements for 2 months because we 
did not have a November meeting due to inclement weather. October's Ending Balance was 
$1,466.28, November's Ending Balance was $1,387.83, and the CD Balance is $1,321.98, making 
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the Total Assets $2,719.81. A motion to accept the Treasurer's report was made by Ed (K9WAY) and 
seconded by J.D. (WOAJD). The motion carried. 


Repeaters: 


Don (KDOHHN) reported that the “88” machine had been experiencing some problems, and Fred 
repaired the issue by replacing a backup battery that was shorting out. 


Unfinished Business: 


Last month’s QST is out and has the results for Field Day. We finished 10th in the nation in our 
classification of 2F, and placed 1“ in Missouri, and 1° in Region 10 with 765 QSL’s. Thanks to all that 
participated, especially Cliff (KOCA) for all his CW contacts and Larry (WB2UFO) for again setting up 
and overseeing the GOTA station. The Quincy Club also placed 10" in the nation in the 3F 
classification. Don reminded us that we accomplished that without having the benefit of operating the 
full 24 hours. Hopefully, this year at our new location, we should be able to operate the entire duration 
and maybe place a bit higher. Cliff (KOCA) suggested we might contact the Quincy Club and maybe 
join forces like was done in the past. Don stated he would contact Danny with the Quincy Club and 
discuss it. Don (KDOHHN) reminded the members that Club dues are now payable for 2016. Please 
contact Larry (WB2UFO) and make sure they are paid in a timely manner. The dues remain at twenty 
dollars and five dollars for each additional family member. 


Don also updated the Club on the status of SB 1357; the Amateur Radio Parity Act. The bill appeared 
stalled, but Cliff (KOCA) said it had passed the Senate, however; neither Senator Mc Caskill nor 
Senator Blunt are co-sponsors. We are encouraged to continue to contact our Senators with phone 
calls and emails to convince them to co-sponsor the bill. Bonnie (WBOWAP) recommended putting 
contact information in the newsletter, and Cliff stated that Senator Mc Caskill was having a “Listening 
Post’ in Palmyra on December 15". An appointment needs to be made for a 15 minute time slot. Cliff 
will send the contact information to Don. Don stated he will call for an appointment to try to talk to 
them on Tuesday. Luan (KAQWAY) inquired if there was a form letter on the ARRL website. Cliff 
verified there was and suggested we put a link to it in the newsletter. 


New Business: 


Don (KDOHHN) announced that December is the month for the election of officers. The current slate 
is Don (KDOHHN) for President, Ed (NOWNV) for Vice President, Larry (WB2UFO) for Treasurer, 
Dave (KBORZN) for Secretary and Cliff (KOCA) for Trustee. Don opened the floor for anyone 
interested in running for any of these positions. Hearing none, Ed (K9WAY) made a motion to close 
nominations. The motion was seconded by John (NOJA) and the motion to accept the officers for 
another year, carried.
